Mich.—Michigan's resort 
rade has been severely hit this, sum 
mer by stories broadcast in other 
states to the effect that smallpox is

issued statements declaring Michigan 
to be safer from the danger of small- 
pox than in many years. There is no 
state of quarantine and no enforced 
vaccination and there has. riot been, 
the statements say.

END OF GOLD Df SIGHT? 


In 30 or 40 years the great gold 


mines of the world will all shut down 
for good, predicts Dr. G. Berg, of the 
Prussian Geological Institute. 
His idea 


is that, by that time, the mines will have 
been worked to the point where it will no 
longer pay to operate them. And new 
mines of importance are not apt to be dis- 
covered, for practically the whole world 
has already been prospected for the pre- 
cious yellow metal, Berg argues. How- 
ever, only a few years ago American ge- 
ologists .were predicting a permanent 
shortage of oil..with no new big oil pools 
to be di;---overed. 
Enormous oil" pools 


continue to be opened up periodically, 
nevertheless., Right now there is a world 
surplus of oil. 


On the other hand, assume that Berg 


is right. Fascinating possibilities pre- 
sent themselves. 
It is claimed by ex- 


perts that not more than half of the gold 
that has been taken from the ground by 
man is still in man's hands. Bit by bit, 
it is lost here and there—such as gold 
rings dropped in deep water. Huge gold 
cargoes have been sunk at sea. If no more 
gold were to be found in the earth, the 
available supply would steadily decrease. 


The vanishing of the world's supply 


of gold might be more of a blessing than a 
calamity. For one thing, it would com- 
pel man to put his money svstem on a sci- 
entific basis—as, for instance, making the 
dollar represent a certain number of units 
of human energy or labor. Instead, we 
have the gold system, based on the ele- 
ment of scarcity—for gold, after all. is 
worthless except for filling teeth and oth- 
er purposes where its ability to with- 
stand corrosion is valuable. If lead were 
as scarce as gold, lead would be wor- 
shipped and be used as the basis of 
money. Gold has been condemned as the 
inriter to greed, dishonesty, murder and 
other crimes and forms of degradation. 
But that is not quite fair to gold. 
Gold 


is just the symbol of scarcity. The real 
culprit is scarcity, which appeals to the 
peculiar human instinctive craving to 
own anything that is rare- enough to be 
available only for a few.

Xo labor-saving devices had 


been invented for homes. Women worked 
themselves into their graves prematurely. 
Ignorance .and medical 
superstitution 


were frightful. 
Morals several centuries 


ago were so lax that, by comparison, the 
jazz tendency of our generation is tame. 
Crime was far more prevalent than now. 
Xo one could take a short stagecoach trip 
between two towns safely without cawy- 
ing a brace of pistols. Men were impris- 
oned for debt. 


The "good old days" have been painted 


in romantic colors by fiction writers. 
That is why they seem attractive to peo- 
ple today. But if you could turn the 
clock back a few hundred years and 
live the life of those times, you would buy 
a return ticket promptly.

The Detroit H-apid Transit commission

Each of these thoroughfares would be 
wide enough to accommodate four rapid 
transit lines, two roadways for fast auto- 
mobiles and two roadways for slow traf- 
fic.

Every baby whose f<Jbd Is pasteurized or boiled 


should be given orange Juice, or peach Juice, or 
pineapple Juice, or tomato Juice from the sixth 
or eighth week. Begin with a tablespoonful of the 
clear juJco daily and gradually Increase the quan- 
tity to about four tablespoonfuls dally. It is best 
given in between the first and second milk feed- 
Ings. Tho orange should bo fresh and sweet. To- 
mato juice may be that of fresh tomato or canned 
tomato, of course without vinegar or other condi- 
ment or seasoning. The value of fruit Juice in In- 
fant feeding 13 three-fold. It prevents scurvy—a 
condition likely to occur when, a baby's diet is pas- 
teurized milk, condensed milk or any of the man- 
ufactured foods; it prevents constipation andf It im- 
proves the baby's digestion.

A NEWSPAPER'S EIGHT 


The Massachusetts supreme court has 


rendered an important decision relative 
to a newspaper's right to refuse to pub- 
lish an advertisement, even at regular 
rates. The ruling was given in an ac- 
tion against the Boston Transcript for 
declining to publish, at paid rates, find- 
ings of the Minimum "Wage commission. 


Though a Massachusetts statute re- 


quires papers to accept and publish these 
findings at regular paid rates, the court 
notes that "the constitutional power of 
the legislature to deprive one altogether 
of his right of action against publication 
of a libel may well be open to doubt." In 
effect, a paper has full right to protect it- 
self from damage and may refuse adver- 
tisements on these grounds.

of Lack of Lubrication 


The other day an owner brought his car into the sen-ice station 


and complained bitterly about a clattering .jolt his car had De- 
veloped when the clutch was let in, and noisy uneven running at 
low speeds. I got into the car and drove a few yards tnen asked 
the owner, "How long is it since you greased the bmvcrsal joints: 
He turned to me, "Universal Joints, what are they." This is not , 
an unusual answer to this question for thousands of owners never 
know there is such a thins as a universal joint on their ear until 
it is brought to their attention in the manner described. above. 


This ignorance, however, will cost you money m repair bills. If 


these joints are lubricated about every' 500 or 600. miles they will 
not require to be touched until the engine requires overhauling. 
Neglect them and before you-have driven 5,000 mi es they may 
haveto be replaced. Few owners of an automobile believe it. ^>ut »t 
is a fact that if vou would attend to the lubrication of the various 
movine parts at REGULAR intervals, they could easily reduce their 
«oal? bfns from 50% to 60%. It is neglect to give a car regular 
attention that: provides most of the work for the repair shops. 
Few owners enjoy getting on their backs and crawlmg under the 


car and that is what is generally necessary when you wish to attend 
to the Universal Joints 
Most owners lubricate all parts that are 


easilv accessible but where parts are difficult or awkward to get 
af they are tempted to say-I think I will do that tomorrow, and 
and as you know, tomorrow - never- comes.

Joints? There are eenerally two 
of them, one $t either end of the 
shaft which connects the gear 
box to the back axle. They are 
of two types, the metal type and 
the fabric or leather type. • With 
the fabric type there is no noise 
possible, but this joint requires 
careful watching to see that the 
bolts holding the fabric rings to 
the shaft are kept tight. If these 
become loose, trouble quickly de- 
velops and the fabric rings have 
to be replaced. 


If you notice a distinct jar. jolt 


or click, or as if a connection 
were loose every time you let in

.driving slowly the car runs with 
a jerky motion, yet the engine 
is firing regularly, you can be. 
almost certain you have a worn 
universal joint. 
To find out if 


this is so, move gear lever to 
1st speed, jack up one of the rear 
! wheels and move it to and fro. 
1 If the joints are worn badly you 


will hear a click coming from them every time you move the wheel. 
Of course, there is always a certain amount of play between the 
teeth in the crown wheel and drive shaft pinion, but this will not 
allow the wheel to move more than 2 inches ei*ber way. 
If the 


movement is more than this, either the universals are worn or there 
is too much play between crowr. wheel and pinion. The play be- 
tween these two gears can be taken up by an adjustment provided for 
this purpose, but the adjusting should always be done by a good 
mechanic. If the gears are meshed too deep, a loud-hum will come 
from the back side, while if they, are not meshed deeply enough, there 
•will be a lot of backlash and noise. ' . 
• 
If you drive your car with worn universals. it puts a. severe strain 


on every part of the transmission every time you let in the clutch. 
The way to avoid all trouble of this kind, is to take your grease 
gun about every SCO miles and crawl underneath the chassis and 
force some light cup grease into each universal joint, at the same time 
testing the bolts holding the joints to the shaft to see that they 
are tight.^ If you do this, you will find that your car will run 
smoother and better and that replacements will rarely be necessary 
until the car has been driven 20,000 mile* or over.

son to become stimulated, fatigued 
or exhausted, according to Colonial 
Edward Martin, former state com- 
missioner of health. Dr. Martin said 
each 
individual must decide- 
the 


amount of exercise to be taken, point- 
ing, out that what may be exhausting 
to cne will be stimulating to another. 


"Stimulating exercise la brief in 


duration." Dr. Martin asserted. "It 
leaves one who takes It feeling more 
supple, active and better prepared 
for sustained effort, either mental or 
physical. This form of exercise should 
be taken at least once a day by all 
brain and indoor workers.' It should 
be continued not longer than five mni- 
utes. and should bo supplemented by 
deep breathing. The feeling after it 
has been taken is the best index as 
to how much should be taken. 


"Fatiguing exercise leaves the one 


who takes it tired and languid, men- 
tally and physically: hungry for meals 
and sleepy. It is good for the brain 
and indoor worker on his vacation, 
but it is not good for the brain work- 
er when busy with his problems, 
one who takes it dead tired, irritable, 
without appetite and sleeping heavily 
or fitfully, with an all-in feeling on 
petting up in the morning. It is not 
good, even for the trained young 
athlete."

the best dressed cities in America 
by men who have occasion to know.

tention to the Capital as they do to 
the football games and other gath- 
erings of the college men who ara 
supposed to set the sartorial style 
for the country. A Kuppenheimer 
scout, who has studied the clothes 
of America from coast to coast, 
says that Los Angeles is the only 
city which rivals Washington in 
its consumption of dress suits and 
dinner coats, in proportion to 
ulation, while in the per capita con- 
sumption of white collars. Wash- 
ington leads all the rest. Wash- 
ington Is also known among cloth- 
ing manufacturers as a city which 
is quick to seize upon a new style.
